14. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1 wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition contains a therapeutically effective amount of at least one other 
pharmacologically active substance (c) which is a drug for treating a CNS 
disorder. 
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15. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1 wherein the phannaceutical 
composition contains a therapeutically effective amount of at least one other 
pharmaceutlcally active substance (c) which Is a drug or drug combination for the 
treatment of a CNS disorder selected from the group consisting of nicotine, 
nicotinic compounds, tacrine, donezepll, carbldopa In combination with levodopa. 
selegiline, bromocriptine, haloperidol, clonidine, pimozide, fluphenazine, 
benzodiazepines, clonazepam, ciorpromazlne. fluoxetine, clomipramine, 
amitriptyline. nortriptyline, Imipramlne, buspirone, bupropion hydrochloride, 
venlafaxine. milnaclpran, 

duloxetine, mirtazapine, nefazodone, paroxetine, sertraline, riluzole, trazodone, 
doxepin and methylphenldate.

17. (Previously Presented) The composition of Claim 1 wherein the CNS 
disorder is presenile dementia, senile dementia, movement disorder, 
hyperkinesias, mania, attention deficit disorder, depression, anxiety, obsessive- 
compulsive disorder, dyslexia, schizophrenia, headache disorder, epilepsy, 
Tourette's syndrome or Asperger's syndrome.

(b) at least one nontoxic antagonist for the NMDA receptor, 

the combined amount of (a) and (b) in the composition being a CNS disorder- 
treating amount and the amount of (b) In the composition being sufficient to 
potentiate the CNS disorder-treating effectiveness of (a). 
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56. (Withdrawn) A method of treating a CNS disorder which comprises 
administering to a mammal in need of treatment for a CNS disorder. A CNS 
disorder treating amount of pharmaceutical composition comprising: (a) at least 
one GABA analog in an extended release forni in combination with (b) at least 
one nontoxic antagonist for the NMDA receptor in an immediate release form, the 
combined amount of (a) and (b) in the composition being a CNS disorder-treating 
amount and the amount of (b) In the composition being sufficient to potentiate the 
CNS disorder-treating effectiveness of (a). 

57. (New) The pharmaceutical composition of Claim 1 wherein the nontoxic 
antagonist for the NMDA receptor is dextromethorphan. 
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
